While the 1966 Civic Election promises to be one of the dullest 
m record, it will be a welcome change from the court actions, 
libel suits and high blood pressure normally associated with 
St, Albert elections, 

However, as responsible citizens, we should take a careful 
look at one of the By-laws and a referendum being presented to 
the taxpayers, 

The Kindergarten referendum is proposed by some well 
meaning people but it will cost the taxpayer another 4 mills 
ant that is just too much of an extra burden to carry, Alberta 
is one of the few provinces that doesn’t give financial assistance 
to Kindergartens and it’s high time it did, On the other hand 
it doesn’t make much sense for us to try to go it alone when 
we should be pressuring the Provincial Government totake action 
in this fleld, 

Let's also take a hard headed look at the Recreation By-law 
proposed by the Council, At the prasent time, we have a large 
population of youngsters and very little in the way of recreation 
facilities, The idea of a Sports Complex is commendable but,

Post office 
combats 
dog bite 


The Honourable Jean-Pierre 
Cote, Postmaster General, dis- 
closed today that the Letter Car- 
riers in the Vancouver area 
would soon be equipped with an 
animal repellent spray, This test 
in the Vancouver area is a further 
Step in the programme of the 
Canada Post Office to minimize 
the possibility of postal employ- 
ees being bitten by dogs, 

In 1965 there were 579 inci- 
dents of dog bite resulting in 
the loss of 353 days to mail 
delivering employees, The policy 
of the Canada Post Office has 
been to appeal to patrons where 
there is a dog menace to control 
their pets or have delivery ser- 
vice discontinued, The statistics, 
Mr, Cote said, point up the in- 
adequacy of the existing policy 
and indicate that other safe- 
guarcing methods must be tried 
and adopted, 

The animal repellent which 
will be used in the Vancouver 
area, the Postmaster General 
Said, is derived from the pepper 
plant, has no lasting harmful 
effect on dogs or humans and 
will be packaged in a pressurized 
Spray container, The discharge 
from the container will leave a 
yellowish colouration on a dog’s 
hair, This is removeable by 
washing, The colour can also be 
easily removed from clothing 
by dry cleaning or the use of 
commercial spot removers,

It is said that ‘‘you only get 
what you pay for’’, We need the 
services and leadership of a
